In this series, we shall take

come an annual procedure and their 
vesults tell us bow the fish have 
fared over the winter. There”is little 
doubt that many hatchery fish have 
been lost in past years because of our 
lack of data on lake conditions. Trout 
can survive on not less than about 4 
to 5 parts per million free oxygen in 
the water. If the free oxygen content 
drops below this the fish are lost, and 
countless hours of angling could well 
be wasted by fishermen who were

What can we do if an oxygen de- 
pletion is detected? There are various 
inexpensive methods of replenishing

In some countries windmills that 
run air pumps have been used, Long 
stretches of perforated hose are at- 
tached to the pump and laid across 
the lake bottom, when the wind blows 
oxygen is pumped into the lake. 


Other methods involve cutting holes 
in the ice and using an outboard 
motor with the propeller partially 
submerged. This method not only 
pumps oxygen into the lake but sets 
up a circulation as well which distri-

increase the carrying capacity of 
some of our lakes 90°;. This was very 
recently substantiated when during 
oxygen sampling in the district one 
lake was discovered with only a four 
foot strata beneath the ice that had 
oxygen enough to support fish life. 
A quick glance in the hole cut in the 
ice brought this situation into clear 
focus, as there were hundreds of well 
proportioned trout swimming past the 
hole just beneath the ice surface. 

’ Plans are now underway to pump 
oxygen into this lake. 

We have found in recent years that 
oxygen is undoubtedly the cause of 
the greatest bottleneck in trout pro- 
duction in our speckled trout lakes, 
many of which are the pothole type 
without well defined inlets or outlets. 
It is our belief that if oxygen can 
got into these lakes at one or per- 
haps two intervals during the winter 
that much hgtter angling could be 
provided, in “at least a portion of our 
district trout lakes,

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Angler clubs may be interested in 
this as a club project, as ‘everyone 
has a pet lake somewhere in the dis- 
trict that may need a breath of fresh 
air.

Several firms in Scot- 
land export thousands of jars of marmalade 
each year; some: brands are lighter ond 
sweeter than others, and lemons have also 
taken their place beside the oranges ond 
some jams are made from both fruits. 


Not too long ago a new brand came on 
the market and if the test runs in France and 
Germany are any criteria, the demand for 
it will exhaust the supply. 


In the village of Fochabers in Moray- 
shidl} the marmalade factory makes its jam 
in the normal way then packs it in bulk ‘in 
used whisky kegs. After a storage period of 
five years, the marmalade is taken out, re- 
boiled and marketed in jars. And, with on 


- eye to modern trends and advertising, it is 


called ‘‘Marmalade For Men", 


The idea of whisky-flavored preserves is 
not actually new. Highlanders of other days 
often put away fruit or jams in small kegs 
that once Were used for a different purpose. 


Another- ancient Highland (battlefield) 
breakfast — a mixture of fine oatmeal, honey 
and whisky — Is also on the world market 
under its equally ancient name, “Athol Brose’. 

Brose was the old Scots name for what 
would be called instant porridge today, The 
fine meal was placed in a bow! with a dash 
of salt and boiling hot water was added. 
After a quick stirring, breakfast was ready.

testing new raincoats in a fluores- 
cent safety fabric developed and 
made in Canada,

Police forces in at least 20 
Canadian cities have already 
adopted the eye-stopping “blaze 


orange” raincoats which are highly 
visible in fog, at dusk and on 
dark, wet streets. The fabric is a 
tightly woven, weather-resistant 
nylon with a brilliant fluorescent 
dye which reflects in a minimum 
of light, Most police raincoats re- 
verse to plain black for ordinary 
wear. 

Approval of the safety fabric by 
the giant British police forces will 
add impetus to the Canadian in- 
dustry’s already aggressive export 
program, And it will mean sub- 
stantial new orders for the Cana- 
dian mill which is already a most 
successful exporter of rainwear 
fabrics. Since 1959, when Britain 
first eased its restrictions on the 
dollar, this firm has been a leader 
in the marketing of Canadian 
textiles in Britain and Europe. 

The trademarked Canadian fab- 
rics are widely advertised over- 
seas by most of the top rainwear 
producers. Hang tags are supplied 
for garments which invite con- 
sumers to mail them back to Can- 
ada, as a reaction to fabric per- 
formance, 

The Canadian mill receives an 
average of 60,000 such tags a 
a year from overseas consumers 
and replies to them in a novel 
way. Each British or European 
consumer gets a colorful postcard 
resplendent with a Mountie and 
a photo of the Canadian parlia- 
ment buildings with a short note. 
"Thank you for purchasing a 
raincoat made of our cloth ,. .” 

Unaccustomed to this sort of 
personal attention, the overseas 
public has responded warmly and 
the firm’s business has grown 
steadily. Once the British public 
has been “‘sold’”’ on the quality of 
a fabric, it is traditionally a more 
loyal consumer than the North 
American , 

Although traffic policemen are 
the first to try out the safety ad- 
vantages of the brilliant rainwear 
fabrics there are many other ap- 
plications possible, and in Canada 
these are being developed steadily. 
Blaze orange is only one of the 
fluorescent colors used for differ- 
ent purposes. There are also eye- 
stopping yellows, reds, blues and 
fuchsia pinks. 

Seamen, loggers, construction 
workers, fishermen in Canada are 
already wearing the safety fabrics 
in jackets, caps, coats, life pre- 
servers and raincoats; wherever 
visibility can help protect a man’s 
life. Hunting jackets and caps are 
available to sportsmen and there 
are other specialty items, such as 
danger flags, arm bands, belts 
and distress signals. 

Safety fabrics are a fairly re- 
cent development — less than five 
years old—and constant improve- 
ments are being made, The Cana- 
dian textile industry believes Liat 
the safety factor in clothing has

CATTLE 
POPULATIONS 


80 PERCENT OF BEEF CATTLS 
IN WESTERN PROVINCES

Since talk started some months 
ago about a National Livestock 
Show in Regina in 1967, we have 
heard a lot of questions asked 
about the whereabouts of Canada’s 


cattle population. 


The results of a survey of sta- 


| tistics are quite revealing. Above 
| all, {t shows the steady increase 


which has taken place in cattle 
numbers in Western Canada. 
The total cattle population im 
Canada stood at 12,305,000 at June 
| 1st, 1963. Western Canada (the 
| four western provinces) accounted 
| for 6,647,000 or 54 per cent. How- 
|ever, since the proposed show ts 


concerned only with beef cattle 
the figures must be broken dowa 
further. We find that cattle kept 
for beef purposes make up 53 per 
cent of 6,610,200 of Canada’s 
total. 


As expected, the majority of 
these beef cattle are in the 
West. The four Western Prov- 
inces have a total beef cattle 
population of 5,255,200 or T9Y4 
per cent of Canada’s total. This 
information has been procured 
from surveys taken June Ist, 
1963, by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. : 


Figures for registration of pure- 
bred cattle as issued by the Cana- 
dian National Livestock Records 
show pretty much the same ple 


ture. In 1962 Canadian cattle 
breeders registered a total of 83,- 
076 animals of the four beef 
breeds — Herefords, Aberdeom 
Angus, Shorthorns and Galloways. 
A total of 59,101 or 72 per cent 
were registered by breeders in the 
three Prairie Provinces alone. 


These figures show that the beef 
industry is centred in the West. 
Regina in turn is the largest city 
near the centre of that area of 
cattle concentration. Her claim 
that a National Livestock Show, 
at least as far as beef cattle are 
concerned, should be held in the 
Queen City seems to be justified. 
It has even been said that 60 per 
cent of all registered beef cattle 
in Canada are located within @ 
450 miles radius of Regina.

in other parts of Canada has been 
too rapid for marketing to keep 
up the pace. It has been estimated 
that a net return of five cents per 
bird is a good figure for calcula- 
tions and this generally is true. 
Good operators who make a real 
effort can average above this 
figure in most seasons. 


The requirements for going into 
the business start with finding a 
processor interested in you as a 
supplier and then arrainging with 
a hatchery for your chick needs. 
Good, insulated and ventilated 
buildings having “2,000 or more 
Square feet of floor space are used. 
Broiler raising is not much more 
than highly intensified brooding of 
chicks. You need to allow one 

square foot of floor area per bird 
and a week for clean out between

Radio and 
TV programmes are stepped up and 
relayed in the same way.
